In 19 35 Germany and France both wrote to me and offered alliances, 
I accepted both. nil three quickly stabbed each other,, doing the exact 
opposite o" what was prow is eel. Fall of that year I lost the Baltic 
States to ceraany, but prevented Russia 'from receiving Poland. 

In 1936 Francs and I decided to go into Germany, who obliged us by 
trying to grad other states like Puraania, Austria, etc. 

I was now in a very good position. I only had to keep nsy German 
and build up my potential strength elsewhere to have a good chance of 
winning. 

In 1937 Germany put all his PFs in his own country to drive us out. 
Germany attacked France lsavinn si« alone in Germany. 

In 1933 I received another reprieve as Germany wfynt for - Pvts>ania and 
left his own country open. I also got an Understanding in France this 
turn. It put me ahead in points and in a good position as Germany, Bri- 
tain's main opponent, was refrained from attacking by my *'U". 

In Spring 1939 I wrote to Germany suggesting that he put 10 PFs in 
ray country. This would give me an almost 100% chance of keeping my Ger- 
man "II" . To my surprise he actually did put 10 PFs in my country. I 
stockpiled my PFs so that in 19*0 I could make my grandstand play. 

In 1940 I consolidated all my gains and. poured PFs into the OS, And 
I'm hoping the US decides not to . attack me.. 

The game was characterized by a silent Russian player, during the 
whole game. I only received one post card from him. During this last 
move he neglected, to send in his moves, which was the most significant 
factor contributing to v-.y good position, I only wish the US had been as 
negligent. .

In GP7" USTAP.K -300 I expressed ray conviction that President Nixon is 
going to cowe out of his current political problems a clear winner. The 
events of the subsequent weeks have thoroughly confirmed this. Aside 
from a handful of suicidally inclined malcontents, the Congress has given 
bin unprecedented ne/W powers in the fields of military policy, Middle 
Fast policy, and in allocation of fuels. A Congress, press, and nation 
which grants the President the power to freeze wages and prices, allocate 
fuel as ho sees fit, and single-handedly commit American forces and arma- 
ments in the Middle East, is not going to get upset because he orders a 
few students shot at Kent State, or a burolary at the Watergate, 

Th« .anti-Nixon, fringe in Congress, was neatly faked out by his veto 
of the War Powers Act.. They promptly provided the votes necessary to en- 
act that .bill into law over his veto. Bella Abzug was one of the leaders 
in this accomplishment,, As a result, President Nixon becomes the first 
President in American history to have full legal authority to commit US 
forces. for 90 days of war whenever and wherever he sees fit! 

What's next? Senator Goldwater told, us, in a speech in Smyrna, 
Delaware, on 25 October: "Already the hounds of destruction are - earing 
away at the structure of our government-, and it is time all of us began 
to realize that these are irresponsible men . . . <iedi cat ed to overthrowing 
our form of government ... The tima has come. ..to recognize the thrust of 
the efforts being made vhich are cleverly covered up by hiding behind the 
subject of the free press. " ' And so much, for the "free press".

In the present Hoosier Archives demonstration game 
(1973BI) I discovered that the Russo-Turkish alliance? though they lost 
control ef the Balkans and were being destroyed in the norths were mana- 
ging 'to stave off the Austro™ltalian alliance. Working with this as a 
basis, I set up the following series of stalemates!
